and 
had to ibe carried out on a stretcher. 
Lieutenant Enderle as senior first 
lieutenant was in command of Com­ 
pany E, 3G2nd Infantry, mostly Mon­ 
tana and Idaho men, from the tim e it 
left Camp l^ewis with the Ninety-first 
Division until it returned, excepting 
oidy daring the month 
of 
October 
when he was in the hospital recover­ 
ing from wounds. 
Of the 
248 
men 
who left Camp Lewis only sixty-si* 
returned with the company, and most 
of the sixty-six had been wounded and 
returned to the company. 
“There was hardly a m an of the 
original 248 men in my company who 
escaped injury or death,” said Lieuten­ 
ant Enderle. 
“One of the very few 
happened to be Peter Epson of Fuller­ 
ton, who was the only man in the 
company beside myself from Orange 
county. 
“The CtiL'nd Infantry’s casualties far 
outnumbered the casualties of any oth­ 
er regim ent of the Ninety-first. 
W e 
suffered our heaviest loss oil Septem ­ 
ber 24> when we were allowed to ad­ 
vance a mile beyond where other regi­ 
m ents went, and we were fired uix>n 
by Germans not only in 
fro n t, but 
froei both sides. We retired to a posi­ 
tion in line with the other regim ents.

Arrive at Front When 
Fighting Stops 


Harold Carnahan, son of Paul Carna- 
lianof 501 Bast Walnut, Private Wil­ 
liam Schultz, son of Wm. Schultz, 702 
East 
Second 
street, and 
Corporal 
Frank Makosky, son of H. F. Makosky. 
1017 North Main street, have returned 
from France. All three enlisted in the 
Coast Artillery about a year ago, and 
were in the Army 
Artillery 
Park, 
First Army, and spent a little over six 
months overseas. 
They were sent to 
the Argonne Forest, and arrived there 
November 12, the day ofter the armis­ 
tice was signed. 
Although not being 
under shell fire, they got a view of 
just what kind of a fight was put up 
by the American boys. 
Harold Carnahan, who was a truck 
driver, said that their battalion did not 
get into any fighting, but that the oth­ 
er two battalions of their organization 
were cited as being in three battles 
and were recognized officially by Gen­ 
eral Pershing as having transported 
more ammunition than any other truck 
train at the front. Carl Johnson and 
Lloyd Juden of this city were also in 
this organisation, but were transfer­ 
red to the S.O.S., and will probably be 
in France for several months yet. 
The organization Carnahan was in 
was composed almost entirely of west­ 
ern men, mostly from California and 
Oregon. 
After spending five months 
after enlistment in San Francisco, they 
were sent east in three detachments 
and left New York September I, 1918. 
They arrived at Liverpool and were 
sent from there to Southampton. From 
there they went to Le Havre, France, 
and on to a truck driving school near 
Bordeaux. 
After spending about sev­ 
en weeks there on truck repairing, 
they were sent to nisi Court, near the 
Argonne Forest, and arrived there just 
after the armistice was signed. 
They were doing truck work on the 
front for about a month, hauling am­ 
munition and supplies ba^k, and then 
went inland. 
Here they were given 
truck repairing to do. 
They were 
there for two mouths. 
Having completed their work, they 
were sent down to St. Sulpice and left 
France April 20. They arrived in Bos­ 
ton at the end of two weeks, and after 
spending eleven days there, were sent 
to Camp Kearny, where they were de­ 
mobilized. 
Makosky was attending Throop Col­ 
lege when he enlisted, and Carnahan 
will probably enter there next fall. 
All of the boyg are glad to be home, 
and say there is no place on earth like 
Santa Ana.

At the conclusion of a visit to New 
York, I am glad of the opportunity to

Your average trap throw is less 
I than ours by some 20 yards, and the 
birds, by reason of the rigid automatic 
traps, maintain a more constant level, 
but on the other hand the conditions, 
while reading us easy, are not so, as 
the birds are more easily affected by 
the wind and also get down quicker. 
Targets in America are thrown low 
er than in England, so that under av­ 
erage conditions I found it necessary 
to see the bird if anything above the 
gun instead of covering it up as we 
have to do in England.
